A Brief Desexiption of the Xsland,

In view of the earnest ¢ffort being made to
ceeure the anoexation of this island to the
United Btates, a brief description of 1t may
uot be uninteresting,

fan Domingo lics between the elghteenth and
twentieth paraliels of north latitude, und ex-

tends from near the third to wear the ninth
parallel of lougitude cast from Washington,
and i about midway between the islands ol

Cubs and Porto Rico, The surlace of the island
ie much broken and diversitled, 14 has good
hurbore, & ferttle soll, produees tobucco, sugar,
coffee, cocon, cotton, ete,, and has valanble
forests, emmbracing maboguny, ouk, Hgnnmyits,
dyewoods,  ete. Its  minernl  wenlth s
grest, there béing, besides conl,  zold,
und silver, fome of the richest copper
mines in  the world, nrtd rock salt in
enormous quantities, The existing repunlic was
eetublished 1o 1846, nnd embraces only a part of
the island, the rest of the island being known
by the aboriginal name of Hayti, The island
wns diecovered by Columbus in W43, aud ot
Ispbella, on e north shore, was founded she
first Spsanish colony In the New World, 8,
Domingo woas settled in 1488, In 1007 the
Spaninrds ceded the western portion of the
fadand Ia foll to France, which soon became the
most valuable ot all the possesslous of that
country o the west, and towards the end of the
elghteenth century supplied Europe with oue-
hulf the sugar consumed by 1t4 people, while, in
the mesntime, the epstern or Spanish portion of
the islapd mude little progrees,

By a trealy made belween Spaln and Fraunce
in 1708, the whole island becume the property of
the Intter. Atter the Hayllens estubiished thelr
independence the Islapd was divided smooe
eeveral chieftalus, and the enstern part wos
repossesscd by Bpaln, bul in 1821 threw off the
spunich aothority and  declared  fteclf fnde.
pendent. Boyer, the Haytlen President, invaded
it soon alterward, and in 1822 united the whole
teland under bis goveroment, In 1844 the
iubabitants rofe against the Haytiens, overs
powered them, and formed themselves again
juto an independent State, under the title of the
Domniesn Republie, Since that perlod it hias
suecessfully resistod every effort of Hayti to
reduce it to fub ection, ) .

The exports of \he wholé island for the year
1780 were yplued b  $27,828,000, consisting
prineipally of stigar, coffee, and cotton, Toe
anpual valtie of exports is not now supposed
10 exévad five or six millions, The export of
cotton is sbout & tenth of that of 1780; thut of
colfee searcely exceeds a third, and sogar Is uo
longer exported, Both 8t Domingo and Huytl
have been the prey of political sonvalsions
and civil war from” the hour of their Indepen.
dence. The population of Bt. Domingo is abiut
150,000—a mixture of all races, spread over &
territory of more than 20 000 square wdles,
withouf roals or postal facilities,
